Jesus remained in Judca for 
a season and wlu'n John, the Baptist, 
was cast Into prison he duparted for 
Oallllee. We meet him today on the 
banks of the Sea of Oallllee where 
b« finds James, John, Peter and An- 
draw flabiag. He "bow calls them to 
laaTe their neta and follow talm. Here 
w* have a concrete ease of a call to 
the ministry. Ckid called the propheU 
tor thejr apeolfle work, Jeaua called 
the twelve and the aoTcnty. We be- 
; ^Uera that Qod itlll calls men to preach 
the goapel. It la a great privilege and 
a great honor to be thus deaignated- 
These were laboring men, plain toll- 
ers. 

Moses was called from keeping his 
father-in-law's sheep; Saul was called 
to be King from searching from his 
father's flocks; Amos called from the 
herds of Takoa; the birth of Christ 
was announced to the shepherds of 
Bethleham. Many of the greatest min- 
isters of the gospel, all down the ages 
-have come from the ranks of the com- 

^mon people. . It seems to be God's 
way. Qod always has reasons for what 
he does whether he dlTulges it or not 
Jesus at onoe gave these men an ob- 
ject lesson in preaching or as he call- 
ed It, Ashing, for men. He sat in one 
of the boats and preached to the peo- 
ple on the shore. Jesus was what we 
oall today a street preacher as well as 
a Synagogue preacher. The salvation 

- of men seemed to be always on his 
mind, and he was speaking of the 
Kingdom whereever he went. The 
Ideal minister is like the .Muster In 
this as well ab in all iitlier respects. 

Our failure ns ministers, today, is 
doubtless attrlbulal)ie to our failure to 
be so Impressed witli our mission that 
we be always seeking llie iusl. If wo 
succeed we must be ulioiil our Ma-iler's

buslncM, Jesus thonght It bait for 
those Who were called to preach 
shrould leave their usual pursuits, and 

give all the time to this special work. 
Again we And in Jesus training the 
twelve that a call to praaoh is a call 
to prepare. He iaeik charge of this 
company of chosen men and kept them 
with him during the remainder of his 
life teaching them and exercising 
them In active work. This again is 
ideal. The church Is coming more 
and more to the Idea of trained relig- 
ious workers. Laymen and laywomen 
arc being called together for training 
In schools organized for that purpose. 
The training of Sunday School teach- 
ers has become the prominent work 
of the church. Both wisdom and pow- 
er Is needed for winning souls. First 
the person must find Christ, be trans- 
formed by the Holy Spirit into his Im- 
ago, then taught In the scriptures and 
In methods of reaching men; and dur- 
ing this process he should be exercis- 
ing hlmaelt and In winning souls. We 
learn. by doinfe, and in nothing Is this 
more true than In bringing men to 
Ood. It should be the highest inspira- 
tion of every Ohrlatian, young and old 
to equip himself for the great work of 
saving men. This Is the greatest work 
in which a human being can engage. 
It was and la the work of Jesus Christ. 
One does not necessarily go to a train- 
ing school, though that Is best. If pos- 
sible. There Is great literature on 
this subject within the reach of ev- 
ery one, prepared by successful work- 
ers, and It la cheap. .Next to hia death, 
the greatest thing that Jesus did for 
the world was "the training of the 
twelve". His discourses were largely 
for their benefit. They were the de- 
positories and the deositories of the 
gospel. The word of Ood should be 
studied in every home and from' child- 
hood its great truths lodged In the 
mind, preparatory for the life work. If 
parents expect their children to be 
winners of aoula they must begin in 
early life to train them for that pur- 
pose. There needs to he a great awak- 
ening on this subject We are making 
slow progress in bringing the world to 
Christ because we are not teaching the 
children that this is their business and 
then falling to prepare them by train- 
ing Ici (id tlie iwi) k
